What was the influence of advertising here? 
For tile manufacturer it turned a loss into a 
profit. 


For the consumer it held down the cost of desir­ 
able food at a time when the cost of foods was rising. 


For tlie grocer and druggist it increased business 
and brought new trade into their stores. 


Time and time again this principle has worked 
out. 
A certain article sold for 35 cents. Investiga­ 
tion proved that there were about four times as 
many people who would pay 25 cents, as 35. And 
so, without lessening the quality, the manufacturer 
reduced the price, lie knew that running his X'lant 
night and day, and producing in great quantities, 
he could manufacture and sell far more economi­ 
cally. He was right. 
Today the net profits on his 
business at the end of the year are greater than when 
he charged 10 cents more for his goods. 


As you- krftnv, the increase since 1000 in the prices 
of foods has ranged from 25 to 100 per cent. But 
nearly all of the widely advertised foods, such as 
cereals, canned beans, canned soups, condensed milk, 
have held fast to the same prices at which you 
bought them ten or more years ago. 


Why should advertised goods resist a raise in 
price? There are two reasons—one of which has 
already been touched upon. 


MAKING DOLLAR WATCHES 


If you were a watch maker, and turned out only 
ten watches a day, you could not sell them for a 
dollar. 
Suppose you made 12.000 a day. You could 
install rapid automatic machinery. You could pur-' 
chase metal by the carload. You could place ex­ 
pert watch makers in charge of each department. 
At every turn, production in great quantities would 
effect sayings by which you could manufacture a 
good, honest watch for less than a dollar. Now con­ 
sider the selling. Even if you could make a dollar 
watch in small quantities at a considerable margin 
of profit, your total business on ten watches a day 
would not be worth while. By selling 12,000, how­ 
ever, you need make only a few cents on each watoh 
in order to derive a very satisfactory income. It is 
this which advertising 
1, by creating a wide sale, has 
actually accomplished. 


GIVING A PUBLIC BOND 


The other reason is this.' 
When a man writes his name on his goods he 
thereby indorses them'. Then by advertising he 
puts a heavy investment behind that indorsement. 
He promises to he responsible. He separates him­ 
self altogether from the manufacturers who will not 
put their names on their handiwork, b u t send it out 
into the world like an anonymous letter, for which 
no one can be held responsible-. 


The manufacturer who, by advertising, has given 
the purchaser a bond dare not take liberties. He 
must fulfill every expectation that his advertising 
may have aroused or lose part of his investment. 
He must keep up the quality. He must make the 
goods make good. He must see that they are in the 
stores so that when he has sent you there you will 
not be disappointed. He knows that goods which 
can be called for by name can also be rejected by 
name if the consumer becomes prejudiced against 
them. 


THE NET RESULT 


Advertising standardizes prices and qualities. 
In this one respect—if in no other—advertising would 
be rendering a great service to the American public. 


Advertising tends to tone inferior goods up to a 
higher quality in order that they may be nationally 
advertised. It tends to scale down excessive prices 
in order that they may be nationally advertised. 
And it is the net result of this process which counts 
for the benefit of the consumer. 


Advertising is based on enlightened self-interest. 
Self-interest for the manufacturer, because it 
helps him to occupy a commanding position in the 
markets of the world. 


Self-interest for you, the consumer, because it 
bonds that which you buy with'the full responsibil­ 
ity of the house which put it forth.

IiAZY CITRUS TREES ARE 


INDICATED BY EXPERT. 


The citrus tree which has been "sol­ 
diering on the j o b " in Southern Cali­ 
fornia is going to have to begin "de­ 
livering the goods" or go out of busi­ 
ness if the efforts of A. D. Shamel, 
government 
expert of Riverside, are 
successful. 
He has prepared and, hns 
ready 
for 
issue, 
individual 
record 
blanks, upon which the life 
history, 
past and present, of every tree can be 
kept for future consideration. 


These blanks provide for the number 
of the tree, a duplicate of which has 
been placed somewhere on or about the 
trunk, and for the record of its per­ 
formance since it was set out. The 
growers propose to find out just what 
each tree is producing and, if the re­ 
sults are not satisfactory, will try to 
improve them by rebudding or other 
means. 


The amount and kind of fertilizer 
used on the tree will be kept in the 
record as well as the quantity and 
quality of the product and it is ex­ 
pected that the data thus secured on 
the individual trees will be of great 
value to the growers in determining 
their treatment. 
The irrigation 
ques­ 
tion is also figured into the computa­ 
tion and the blanks provide for every 
possible condition which could govern 


the. 
fruit 
production. 


The trees are numbered in serials 
of three 
figures. 
For instance, a tree 
numbered 347 is the seventh tree, in 
tho fourth row of the third plot. The 
card index is thus readily applicable to 
each tree wUh no loss of time in hunt­ 
ing locations. 


These blanks are furnished to the 
grower and he has the privilege of re­ 
turning them to the department head­ 
quarters in Riverside at the end of the 
season. At this time, Professor Shamel 
will go over them carefully and make 
such suggestions as he believes 
produce the best results for the 


This marks quite an advance in cit­ 
rus culture and will be received with 
considerable pleasure by the growers 
in this part of the state. 


Conforming to the mission plans so 
popular in Riverside, the plans adopt­ 
ed for the <*roup of buildings for the 
Riverside citrus experiment station and 
school of tropical agriculture, and the 
home of its director, Dr. H. J. Webber, 
indicate buildings of real architectural 
charm. And these will have a setting 
of picturesque sites and tropical fol­ 
iage. The aggregate cost of the group 
of buildings will be ,412.">,000. 


The new buildings will be of great 
artistic as well as practical merit. As 
designed by Lester H. IHbbard of Los 
Angeles, a graduate of the school of 
architecture of the university, the main 
buildings will suggest the Spanish in­ 
heritance of California, through their 
graceful 
lines, tiled 
roofs, 
plastered 
walls, arched Spanish doorways, pilas- 
tered facade, and picturesque open ar­ 
cades from building to building. Every­ 
thing is planned as a part of a group 
mapable of expansion by future gen­ 
erations. 


In the main laboratory buildings will 
be the office of Director II. J. Webber, 
dean and professor of plant breeding; 
offices for university extension in agri­ 
culture, a well-stocked library, labora­ 
tories for •plan breeding 
and 
insect 
work; the entomological collection, of­ 
fices for government investigators of 
soils and orchard management, and pri­ 
vate 
laboratories 
for 
the 
scientific 
staff. 
In a separate building on the 
north, reached by an open arcade, will 
be the chemical laboratories, and on 
the south, laboratories for study of ab­ 
normal physiological conditions or in­ 
fectious diseases of plants. 


There will be also barns and stables, 
wagon-shed, 
carpenter-shop, 
black­ 
smith-shop, corrals, etc., and dwellings 
for the director and the superintendent 
For Dr. Webber's residence, the'archi­ 
tect 
has planned a most 
attractive 
California country home, with sleeping 
porches, an open loggia, a sun-room, 
and the lok of having been lived in for 
generations and of having grown up 
naturally on its picturesque hillside. 


Ample 
irrigation 
water 
will 
come 
from a well guaranteed to produce 120 
inches. The experimental planting is 
in progress. The scientific work plan 
ned will continue to yield valuable re­ 
sults, such as thu recent proof of the 
usefulness of green-manuring and low- 
grade nitrogen fertilizers in preventing 
mottle-leaf, the superiority of " b i t t e r 
clover" to the other cov«r crops, and 
other valuable scientific work Already 
achieved 
through 
researches 
mostly 
done at tho old Riverside citrus experi­ 
ment station where the. university has 
conducted valuable citrus 
experiments 
for the pnst eight years. 


The new buildings will occupy n coin 
manding site of 471 acres on the Box 
Springs boulevard three miles from the 
center of Riverside. There for genera 
tions to come the/tiiiiversify will ex 
periment in selection and plant-breed 
ing to create truly California varieties 
of fruits and crops specially developed 
to suit California climate, soil and mor 
keting conditions. For this the univer 
sity hns assembled an unequnled col 
lection of citrus trees—more than 140 
varieties—and 
many 
other 
types of 
plants. A wide range of other work 
will bo done in soil improvement, plant 
physiology and pathology, insects, irri 
gation methods, etc.

The (Vrl ilizhig ip.iestion is still ahoiil as clear, as the hoi torn 
of Mud ('reek. 


The d a y is coming. We hope, when not a pound of fertilizer in any 
form can he sold to a rancher until it has received the official stamp 
of approval of the state experiment 
station—-passed upon hy men 
who know. 
Many thousands of dollars have heen given up hy citrus 
r a n c h e r s for sacks of dirt from Montana; and other equally va I liable 
assistants to the soil. 
The morals of sonic fertilizer agenls smell 
louder 
than 
their goods. 
The citrus industry for years has heen 
hampered 
hy parasites, hut they arc not all on the leaves of the 
trees. 
The most costly ones a r e human, and their methods only differ 
in attack. 
We shall look to the experiment slat ions for some relief, 
not. only from scale pests, hut from fertilizer pests, packing house 
machinery 
pests, sleighf-ol'-hand 
fungus 
cradicators, soil 
scientists 
so-called, and from 
thi 
i ;. thai, and the oilier fellow who needs the 
money desperately, and who comes to the rancher'' for if. 


We will predict in advance that these men in various new garbs, 
and with warnied-over'stories, plausible and eager, will swarm into 
Hie citrus districts just as soon as prosperity seems to have come to 
the citrus industry again. 
The black scale has a way of never letting 
up, but in hard limes the human parasites on the industry migrate to 
more promising fields of endeavor. 
Watch for these people about 
the lime that good crops have brought good returns.

WORREL 


WILL B E SET FOR TRIAL. 


Judge Wellborn, in t h e superior court 


o n 
Monday, overruled a demurrer to 


t h e complaint o f I!. W. Worrel, a Co­ 
vina orange grower, with alienating t h e 
alVceti'.ins o f Mrs. Nell Smith, a ehurge 
brought by George 1,. Smith, h e r hus­ 
band. The judge also denied a motion 
to strike out a portion of the complaint. 


Addressing ranchers at the I.a Verne 
packing house, Prof. 1. G. McHctli of 
the 
l*. S. department 
of 
agriculture 
made the assertion 
that two-thirds <jf 
all nitrogen applied to the soil as fer­ 
tilizer goes to waste. 


He claims that it is either put on at 
the wrong time of year or else other­ 
wise improperly 
applied, and that at 
least (!() per cent of it may be expected 
to leach away either by failing to go 
deep enough to reach the feeder-roots 
of the trees or by being carried too 
deeply into the ground by rains. 


" I 
am 
convinced," 
he 
asserted, 
that a large 
number of growers are 
paying for three times as much nitro­ 
gen as is used by the trees to which 
they apply it. We have been using a 
pound and one-half to the tree at the 
Riverside 
experiment 
station, 
and I 
don't 
believe that 
the trees are get­ 
ting anything like that amount 
from 


the, ground. If wo can revise the sys­ 
tem of applying the nitrogen and the 
method of cultivating the soil I think 
that we can eliminate tlio waste and 
cut down the nitrogen bills. 


" I f you expect to get the nitrogen 
anySvhere 
near 
the 
feeder-roots you 
must do it in such a way that the 
heavy rains cannot wash the soil tone 
away. 
Experiments have proved 
that 
nitrogen goes into the soil an far as 
twenty feet and that a mighty 
small 
proportion 
of it can bo drawn 
back 
to the surfuee. 
On the other hiuul, if 
you don't get the nitrogen down deep 
enough you lose the use of it. The 
feeder-roots are practically all 
below 
tea 
inches 
from the surface and not 
more than four feet Uelow the surface. 


" M a n y ranchers plow the blood into 
their 
furrows to create the nitrogen. 
That is a poor method, because if they 
use 
the 
sub-irrigation 
method 
from 
wide 
laterals the only 
blood 
that 
is 
touched 
is what 
the water 
seeps to 
through the top six inches of soil, and 
there is nothing to carry the nitrogen 
down 
to the roots—on 
the contrary 
the water would have a tendency to 
carry the nitrogen up from the point 
at which it was furrowed in. 
On the 
other hand, if blood is plowed in and 
a heavy rain comes along shortly after­ 
ward 
the nitrogen 
will go down be­ 
yond the root depth and be lost,''

Natives 
0 f the Island Do Not Carry 
Change In Their Pockets. 


Propped up against the bouse of the 
native chief of Yap, which Is one of 
the Caroline Islands lying southeast of 
the Philippines, may be seen a tow of 
"money stones," the current coin 
ot 
the island. 
In shape these stones are 
like millstones, but they do no grind­ 
ing. They serve simply as a parade of 
the wealth of the village. 
Their value 
lies solely in the difficulty with which 
they, are obtained. 


The yellowish granite of which they 
arc made is found only in the Island 
of Palao, 200 miles away, and when 
the monsoon favors forty or fifty na­ 
tives voyage 
there in their 
canoes. 
After pacifying the king-of Palao with 
presents the work of hewing the wala; 
ka, or money stones, begins, lasting for 
months 
until 
the • monsoon 
changes, 
when the tollers start homeward with 
their "coin." 


The smallest of these stones is about 
a foot in diameter and three Inches 
thick, with a round hole through Its 
center. 
It will buy food for a family 
for a month. 
The large stones, about 
three foot in diameter and eight inches 
thick, 
have relatively 
much 
greater 
value, since it is more difficult to trans­ 
port them In cranky canoes over such 
a long stretch of sea. 
Indemnities can 
be paid with such a stone or the aid 
of neutrals purchased in time of war.

Easy to Multiply by It if You Will Re­ 
member This Rule. 
Examine any one of the statements 
of equality in the multiplication table 
of nine, up to and including nine times 
ten. 
Select, for example, 0 X 7 = 0 3 ; or 
0X2=13. 


Observe that in each case the first 
digit In the product is one less than 
the number by which nine is multi­ 
plied, and the second digit in the prod­ 
uct is such that when added to the 
tirst digit, the sum of the two is nine. 


You may make practical use of this 
peculiarity of nine and Its multiples by 
applying it in the following way: 


If nine is to be multiplied by eight, 
for example, think at once of seven 
(which is one less than eight, the mul­ 
tiplier); then think of two, which must 
be added to seven to make nine, and 
you have seventy two, the product of 
nine and eight. 


Or. if nine is to. lie multiplied by Ave 
think of four, which Is one less than 
five; then think of five, which must 
be added to four to make nine, and 
you have forty-five, the product of nine 
and live. 


By 
using 
this 
method 
the 
nines, X , 
usually nmong the hardest of the ta­ 
bles to Ox in the memory, may. In a 
short time, be fairly classed with the 
fives and tens and elevens, which are 
said 
to 
"remember 
themselves."—

Lord Alvanley. a noted wit and high 
liver in England a hundred years or so 
ago, insisted on having an apple t a r t a n 
his dinner table every day throughout 
the year. 
On one occasion he paid a 
caterer $1,000 for a luncheon pu£ up In 
a basket that sufficed a small boating 
party going up the Thames. 
Being one
